The only problem is. ('barite is a lion and there s not 
Uxi many people around Plano who are willing to turn 
over part of their homestead to an almost-grown male 
lion 
Charlie’s owner, 44 year-old Billy Owens, found out 
Tuesday that the City of Plano may annex his home 
Monday night lf so. Owens will then bt' in violation of a 
city ordinance which prohibits the keeping of wild 
animals within the city limits 
“ I tried to find out how much time I had to move 
(Owens wouldn’t think of parting with the 320-pound 
Charlie at this point). but the only answer I’ve gotten is 
that they can annex the property Monday night and 
give me a ticket Tuesday morning.” Owens said 
City Manager David Griffin takes a different view, 
however 
"I suspect that if we annex Monday and we may 
not then we ll ask him to get rid of the lion.” Griffin 
said Wednesday “But I’m sure we’ll give him notice 
and reasonable time to do something about it. I d leave 
it in the hands of our health officer and I’m sure he’ll be 
reasonable about the m atter.” Griffin added 
“I plan to contact him (Owens) tomorrow and see if 
we can sit down and discuss this thing,” said Plano’s 
health officer. Bill Jackson, Wednesday. “I didn't 
realize this thing was coming up so fast We’ll have to 
do something about that.” 
Jackson indicated he d just as soon see Owens sell 
the lion or give it away. 


“ It represents a danger if he gets lixise.” Jackson 
reasoned “Why if he was to get up on the highway 
(Hwy. 75 >. he could cause a wreck, or get hit by A car." 
Jackson went on to say he would try and appeal to 
Owens' “better senses” about getting rid of the lion 
But Owens is hxiking to move, rather than get rid of 
Charlie, because Charlie represents the Owens* family 
main source of income at the moment 
“We get $100 to $150 a night from these clubs in 
Dallas, just to walk Charlie around the patrons for 
about three or lour hours, and that’s what's putting 
bread (rn the table.” he commented 
Oweas formerly was an exterminator. Ult a bad case 
of chemical poisoning ended that career Now. he’s a 
home repair contractor, and jobs are few arid far 
between not enough to support his wife and three 
children 
“ Besides that. I ve already got over $5000 invested rn 
Charlie, winch is more Hum I ve got invested i i i any two 
of my horses,” Owens revealed 
In addition to the lion, Owens pastures nine horses on 
the leased 
property 
and 
occasionally 
receives 
modeling fees by providing them as background for 
photographs or motion pie 
res. 
“ I was told the horses will have to go, too, but they 
don’t seemed to lie as concerned about them as tliey 
are alani! Charlie,’’ Owens pointed out 
“ PII have to move. I guess I have tixi much invested 
in Charlie I'm not going tofight the city,” he reasoned 
“ If t hey’ll just give me some time. Ill be out of here 
withChailie All I need is a little time ”

The future Mrs Wheeler, a 
tall redhead, and a shorter 
woman stepped down from 
the train, and Wheeler’s 
companion reckoned that

W heeler, 
who agreed, 
announced to his friend that 
he would lake the “red 
headed race horse ” 
The Wheelers occupied 
land east of Richardson and 
for years were the only 
nursery people around the 
area 
When TV 
(named 
Thomas 
from 
Thomas 
Jefferson and V. from John 
Verdamin Wheeler) became 
old enough, he too became a 
nurseryman, inheriting from 
his father a love for the land 
and an appreciation for trees 
and all growing things 
“ I hope that someday 
someone can invent a con­ 
traption which can pick up 
sounds of a plant growing.” 
Wheeler commented 
He 
said he knows that many 
plants grow quickly and that 
they do all their growing at 
night. He further claims that 
plants have more strength 
during a full moon, ebbing as 
the moon ebbs and recedes 
"I have this feeling that a 
plant 
makes 
growing 
sounds Maybe It s only a 
grunt or a moan, but I 
believe it,” he said, echoing 
the same feelings that all 
planters probably feel. 
Between his father and 
himself, some 12 plants now 
carry the Wheeler name— 


the result of study, grafting 
and rare finds 
One of the most unusual 
ivy plants was discovered by 
Wheeler and he named it 
Pretty Lady. He also has a 
double pink 
Im patience 
which is his own and looks 
like a very delicate rose 
One rarity in the Wheeler 
yard is the "Crookedest Tree 
in the World,” a tree which 
was grafted with the bud 
upside down by a helper at 
the nursery, causing the tree 
to grow in a gnarled and 
unusual manner 
“We have a friend in South 
Texas who still sells these 
trees 
because 
of 
their 
unusual shapes and people 
like them,’ 
Wheeler ex­ 
plained 
Still standing at the corner 
of 
Polk 
and 
Texas 
in 
Richardson is a tree planted 
by Wheeler some 40 years 
ago. 
“ I was coming down High­ 
way 5 near Spring Creek and 
picked up these two large 
acorns. I gave one to a friend 
and I kept one, which I 
planted in that spot. I hope 
Richardson will preserve the 
tree since before I planted it, 
I popped the acorn in my 
mouth, then buried it just as 
a squirrel does,” he said. 
Calling himself "OI’ Trees 
and Vines Wheeler, Hor­ 
ticultural Consultant” on his 
cards, Wheeler says he has 
been in the tree and shrub 
business for 54 years.

“ We used to do a lot of 
business 
in Dallas 
We 
planted roost of the trees 
that lined Gaston Ave until 
about eight years ago when 
they were all destroyed just 
to add five feet to each side 
of the avenue Those trees 
were beautiful and I ’m 
afraid people don’t always 
realize the value of a tree 
Some of them are worth up 
to $2,000 
and more, and 
originally only cost their 
owners 20 or 30 dollars.” he 
reminisced.

“ Of course they have 
redone the area many times, 
but I ’m sure I could go up 
there now and take you to a 
tree I helped my Dad plant,” 
he said Other areas where 
the Wheelers left their mark 


was in the Swiss Ave and 
Live Oak areas, and later on, 
in Highland Park 
While Wheeler is still 
occupied 
with 
private 
consultations, the business 
he and his father operated 
for years at 800 16th was sold 
five years ago to Sid na 
I Leavenworth, who moved it 
to its present location on 
Avenue K 
and named it 
“ This Ole’ House ” 
Interested in things of the 
past and in history as well, 
Wheeler has a number of 
collections of which he is 
very proud One particularly 
interesting grouping is a 
series of five wire messages, 
now encased in plastic for 
protection against time, 
which were purchased by his 
grandfather ( Wheeler was 
seven years old at the time) 
from the New York Herald, 
reporting the assassination 
of Abraham Lincoln, just as 
it was sent out over the wire 
The last dispatch at the 
end of the series was sent out 
on the morning of April 15, 
1865, and reads, “ To Maj 
General Dix, New York— 
Abraham Lincoln died this 
morning 
at 
twenty-two 
minutes past 7 o’clock,” and

Stanton 
“ I would like to share 
these copies with citizens 
and let them see them, but 
they are very valuable and I 
wouldn't
